OLYMPIC  ARENA  ’81

OLYMPIC  ARENA  ’81  will  again  bring  to  Van- 
denberg  AFB  the  Best  of  the  Best  in  the  missile 
business.  SAC’s  finest  missile  crews,  maintenance, 
communications,  civil  engineers  and  security 
police  personnel  from  the  nine  missile  wings  will 
compete  for  the  top  honor  — the  Blanchard 
Trophy.  The  SAC  Missile  Combat  Competition 
is  the  culmination  of  weeks  of  hard  work  by  com- 
petitors, missile  wings’  staffs,  and  even  head- 
quarters’ staffs.  While  they  must  pull  together, 
each  competitor,  each  staff  member,  and  even 
each  local  community  will  see  different  benefits 
from  the  competition.  Yes,  the  benefits  derived 
from  Olympic  Arena  are  a matter  of  perspective, 
yet,  they  are  significant  to  all  of  us. 

To  the  competitors,  Olympic  Arena  means 
representing  the  wing  and  demonstrating  not 
only  outstanding  job  knowledge,  but  the  ability 
to  apply  this  knowledge  under  the  demands  and 
pressures  of  intense  competition.  Each  person 
knows  that  the  competition  will  be  keen,  that 
it  will  take  his  or  her  best  efforts  to  win.  More 
importantly,  each  is  keenly  aware  that  the  award 
of  the  coveted  Blanchard  Trophy,  honoring  the 
best  strategic  missile  wing  in  SAC,  may  hinge 
on  the  competitive  achievement  of  a single  in- 
dividual. Regardless  of  who  wins,  each  competitor 
can  take  pride  in  the  fact  that  he  or  she  was  the 
wing’s  best  representative;  that  in  itself  is  a note- 
worthy achievement.  To  the  missile  wing  personnel 
who  help  prepare  their  crews  and  teams  for  com- 
petition, Olympic  Arena  is  a challenge  to  their 
instructional  abilities  and  their  training  programs. 
Building  effective  and  challenging  training  pro- 
grams involves  a dedicated  analysis  of  existing 
procedures  to  find  more  effective  and  efficient 
ways  to  perform  required  tasks.  How  well  com- 
petitors score,  to  a great  extent,  is  a measure  of 


each  wing’s  capability  to  produce  high  caliber 
personnel. 

To  the  local  communities,  Olympic  Arena 
brings  renewed  interest  in  the  mission  of  the 
SAC  missile  force.  Local  citizens  have  always 
taken  an  active  interest  in  the  missile  competi- 
tion, but  for  a few,  Olympic  Arena  provides  first- 
hand observations  of  the  professionalism  and 
dedication  with  which  we  carry  out  our  mission  of 
maintaining  world  peace.  For  those  who  cannot  go 
to  the  competition,  progress  of  the  “home  teams” 
is  maintained  through  news  releases. 

To  the  Headquarters,  Olympic  Arena  provides 
an  opportunity  to  emphasize  command  interest 
in  maintaining  a strong  and  viable  missile  force. 
Through  the  years,  many  new  procedural  and 
hardware  improvements  have  resulted  from  the 
competition,  technical  order  deficiencies  have 
been  identified  and  corrected,  more  accurate 
scenarios  have  been  developed  for  use  in  training, 
and  tasks  common  to  other  weapon  systems  have 
been  standardized  for  better  efficiency.  This  year 
we  will  again  be  looking  for  new  ideas  that  will 
help  us  to  do  a better  job. 

So,  while  the  significance  of  Olympic  Arena  is 
a matter  of  perception,  let’s  not  forget  that  we 
all  can  benefit  from  its  results.  Olympic  Arena 
enhances  the  professional  status  of  the  missile 
force  and  provides  this  nation  a more  effective 
deterrent.  We  have  a missile  force  second  to  none 
because  the  men  and  women  who  operate  and 
support  our  missile  systems  are  dedicated  and 
motivated  people.  The  missile  competition  serves 
to  improve  our  capabilities  and  demonstrate  that 
we  will  continue  to  pursue  better  ways  to  do  our 
job.  We  will  always  have  the  most  viable  missile 
force  in  the  world,  dedicated  to  maintaining  the 
peace! 
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Over  two  decades  ago  — on  9 September  1959 
— a SAC  missile  combat  crew  from  the  576th 
Strategic  Missile  Squadron  launched  the  Com- 
mand’s first  intercontinental  ballistic  missile 
from  Vandenberg  AFB.  It  was  an  Atlas-D  and 
the  mission  was  termed  a “tremendous  mile- 
stone.” Following  the  launch,  the  SAC  Com- 
mander in  Chief  at  that  historic  moment.  Gen- 
eral Thomas  S.  Power,  declared  the  Atlas  system 
operational  and,  by  the  end  of  the  next  month, 
the  first  Atlas  was  placed  on  alert  at  Vandenberg. 
From  that  point  on,  the  concept  of  “what  deters” 
nuclear  war  was  forever  redefined. 

During  SAC’s  thirty  five  year  history  as 
America’s  principal  deterrent  to  nuclear  conflict 
and  Soviet  aggression,  the  weapons  of  war  have 
changed  dramatically.  Since  that  first  Atlas  was 
put  on  alert  twenty-two  years  ago,  the  role  of  the 
Command’s  intercontinental  ballistic  missile 
force  in  maintaining  the  international  balance 
of  military  power  has  steadily  grown  in  signifi- 
cance. It  is  now  the  centerpiece  of  America’s  nu- 
clear deterrent  force  structure.  Maturing  with 
that  force  have  been  the  men  and  women  who 
operated,  maintained  and  guarded  the  Atlas  . . . 
the  Titan  . . . and  the  Minuteman. 


FROM  THE  CINC  . . .

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The  demands  placed  on  our  people,  in  terms  of 
the  growing  complexity  of  task  and  hardware, 
expanded  sharply  through  those  years.  The  need 
for  intensified  training  soon  led  to  the  idea  of 
an  annual  competition:  not  only  to  hone  the 
skills  of  the  missile  corps,  but  also  to  demon- 
strate to  the  American  people  the  true  potential 
of  the  1CBM  force  and  the  professionalism  of  those 
entrusted  with  this  awesome  responsibility.  To 
this  end,  SAC’s  first  annual  missile  combat 
competition  — nicknamed  Curtain  Raiser  — 
became  reality. 

When  Curtain  Raiser  was  held  at  Vandenberg  in 
April  1967,  each  missile  wing  was  represented 
by  two  combat  crews  and  a maintenance  team. 
Only  seventy-seven  competitors  were  involved: 
the  combat  crews  participated  in  three  exercises, 
each  two  hours  long;  the  maintenance  teams  were 
given  twelve  hours  to  complete  a missile  align- 
ment exercise.  From  this  rather  limited  beginning 
has  grown  the  Olympic  Arena  competiton  as 
we  know  it  today  — involving  each  of  the  major 
elements  responsible  for  keeping  our  missile  force 
on  alert  . . . and  that  is  the  way  it  should  be. 

As  for  this  year’s  competition,  the  evaluators 
again  will  thoroughly  test  the  skills  and  knowledge 
of  the  competing  launch  crews  and  maintenance 
teams,  as  well  as  security  police,  civil  engineering 


and  communications  specialists.  One  important 
change  this  year  — the  Titan  II  maintenance 
exercise  has  been  moved  from  McConnell  AFB 
so  that  all  competition  activities  will  be  at  Van- 
denberg. 

Many  of  the  benefits  derived  from  Olympic 
Arena  take  place  behind  the  scenes  — before  and 
after  the  formal  competition.  The  extensive  train- 
ing and  local  run-offs  conducted  by  the  wings 
to  select  their  competing  teams  — together  with 
the  exchange  of  ideas,  information  and  “lessons 
learned”  that  takes  place  during  and  after  the 
competition  — add  a tremendous  amount  of 
knowledge  and  expertise  to  how  we  do  our  job 
and,  in  the  long  run,  enhance  the  professionalism 
of  the  entire  missile  corps. 

The  competitors  at  Vandenberg  should  always 
remember  they  represent  a highly  trained  combat 
ready  unit  of  men  and  women  back  at  their  home 
base.  They  also  represent  many  strong  supporters 
from  neighboring  civilian  communities  who  have 
faithfully  cheered  their  teams  on  to  victory  through 
the  years. 

The  skills,  knowledge  and  teamwork  demon- 
strated during  Olympic  Arena  1981  highlight  and 
bring  added  meaning  to  the  theme  of  SAC’s  35th 
Anniversary  celebration.  For  indeed,  the  men 
and  women  of  SAC’s  missile  corps  are:

The  91st  SMW,  Minot,  has  a single  objective: 
win  the  Blanchard  Trophy!  The  21  team  members 
from  the  plains  of  North  Dakota  sacrificed  many 
hours  of  their  time  during  an  intensive  training 
effort  for  the  annual  competition  and  are  well 
prepared  for  the  test. 

Crucial  support  to  the  operations  team  will  be 
provided  by  members  of  the  91st  SMW  Head- 
quarters Squadron,  91st  OMS  and  the  91st  FMMS, 
the  5th  MMS,  the  2150th  Comm  Squadron,  the 
91st  CES  and  the  91st  and  92nd  Missile  Security 
Squadrons.  Team  work  is  both  their  motto  and 
the  key  to  winning  the  trophy.  For  the  past  several 
months  support  has  also  been  rendered  by  the 
training  cadre  who,  for  long  hours,  worked  with 
each  team  member  to  hone  skills  to  perfection. 

The  Operations  team  is  represented  by  two 
highly  qualified  combat  crews.

The  Security  Police  team  plays  a special  role 
on  all  of  our  bases,  and  the  Minot  team  is  no 
exception.  They  have  taken  several  honors:  In 
1977-1979  they  were  named  Best  Minuteman 
Security  Police.  Representatives  this  year  include 
SSgt  Randal  E.  Williams,  team  chief,  and  A1C 
Keith  A.  Hall,  team  member.  Also  on  the  team 
are  A1C  Ronald  W.  Stahl,  team  member  and  A1C

The  381st  SMW,  McConnell,  plans  to  continue  a 
tradition  by  winning  the  Blanchard  Trophy  for  a 
fourth  time.  Using  a combination  of  intense  train- 
ing, proven  competitors  and  a good-luck  penny, 
they  see  the  trophy  residing  in  the  wing  trophy  case 
for  another  year. 

After  winning  the  1972  and  1975  competitions, 
Lt.  Col.  Eugene  A.  Lupia,  commander  of  the  381st 
Civil  Engineering  Squadron,  decided  the

thing extra  in  the  1980  competition.  When  he  found 
a penny,  head  side  up,  in  a little  town  near  Vanden- 
berg,  he  gave  it  to  the  Civil  Engineering  team  who 
proceeded  to  get  190  out  of  200  possible  points.  The 
CE  team,  in  turn,  passed  the  penny  to  the  other 
McConnell  teams  who  enjoyed  the  same  kind  of 
luck.  The  Blanchard  Trophy  was  won  by 
McConnell  again  in  1980.  This  year  the  teams  plan 
to  take  the  penny,  which  is  taped  safely  inside  the 
cup,  back  into  competition.

Missile  crews  eligible  for  the  Olympic  Arena  took 
a written  test  to  narrow  the  number  of  crews  wish- 
ing to  compete  to  three.  The  three  remaining  teams 
then  competed  on  the  Missile  Procedures  Trainer  at 
McConnell  to  determine  the  two  primary  crews 
who  will  compete  at  Vandenberg. 

The  two  crews  pull  a minimum  of  four  alerts 
per  month.  One  day  per  week  the  crews  met  in 
a classroom  to  discuss  MPT  problems  and  stan- 
dardization of  methods.  Emergency  War  Order 
training  is  also  accomplished  at  this  time.  Crew- 
members round  out  this  training  by  studying  on 
their  own  and  practicing  procedures  while  on  alert. 

The  Olympic  Arena  Maintenance  Team  is 
composed  of  Sgt.  Steven  B.  Coche,  SrA.  Thomas 
A.  Ryan  and  A 1C.  David  E.  Foxx.  They  will  be  in- 
volved in  missile  component  removal  and  installa- 
tion procedures. 

Members  of  the  Facility  Maintenance  Team, 
SrA.  William  H.  Bock  and  A1C.  Terry  W.  Harvell, 
will  perform  diesel  engine  governor  inspection  and 
maintenance. 


The  Electronics  Laboratory  Team,  SrA.  Anne 
Rheaume  and  SrA.  Alvin  T.  Young,  will  checkout, 
troubleshoot  and  repair,  hazard  sensing  equipment, 
and  the  Munitions  Team,  SrA.  Kenneth  Kimble, 
SrA.  Darnell  A.  Jefferson  and  A1C.  Jack  T. 
Madaris,  will  perform  warhead  general  mainte- 
nance and  limited  life  component  exchange. 

The  above  competitors  from  the  381st  Missile 
Maintenance  Squadron  were  chosen  by  a selection 
panel  on  the  basis  of  their  qualifications  and  past 
performance.  They  are  removed  from  detail  and 
dispatch  lists,  but  are  given  a training  schedule 
that  will  keep  them  busier  than  a non-competitor. 

Civil  Engineers  WS-7  Donald  G.  Winton  and 
A1C.  John  R.  Vincent  will  be  inspecting,  repairing 
and  reassembling  chilled  water  pumps  and  motor 
assemblies  until  the  OA  competition  for  practice, 
and  during  the  OA  competition  for  a score.  Their 
jobs  encompass  more  tasks  of  course,  but  they  will 
specialize  in  these  tasks  until  after  the  competition. 

SSgt.  Duane  A.  Grothe  and  SrA.  Mark  R. 
Crandall  of  the  2 1 55th  Communications  Squadron, 
will  be  perfecting  their  skills  of  checking,  repairing 
and  aligning  the  SC-901X  High  Frequency  Radio 
Transceiver  and  the  SC-90  IS  Power  Supply  which 
are  located  at  all  Titan  II  missile  complexes.  Last 
year’s  communications  team  was  the  best  Titan 
Communications  Team.  This  year’s  goal  is  to  be 
best  communications  team  overall. 

The  Security  Police  Team  will  be  composed  of 
the  four  SPs  who  best  qualify  after  a rigorous  train- 
ing program.  2nd  Lt.  Phillip  J.  Bedwell,  Security 
Police  OA  project  officer,  said,  “The  SPs  will  class- 
room train,  field  train  and  undergo  extensive 
physical  training.  During  the  two-part  SP  portion 
of  Olympic  Arena,  the  SPs  must  be  able  to  defend  a 
Priority  A resource  and  retake  a Priority  A resource 
from  a terrorist  group.  They  will  be  required  to 
operate  under  combat  conditions.”  That  is  why  the 
McConnell  base  designed  an  exercise  program  for 
the  SPs.  By  the  end  of  the  exercise  program  the  OA 
competitors  from  the  381st  Security  Police 
Squadron  were  able  to  run  a quarter  mile,  with  full 
gear,  in  less  than  90  seconds.

“Six  pieces  of  test  equipment  will  be  used  to 
align  the  transceiver  to  meet  Technical  Order 
specifications,”  said  CMSgt.  James  R.  Marquis, 
project  officer  for  the  351st  Communications 
Team.  “We  intend  to  win  and  this  is  demonstrated 
in  their  confidence.  They  continue  to  perform 
faster  and  more  accurately,”  he  said.

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Lessons  Learned: 

B-PLUG  AND  LADDER  JAM 

During  LF  back  out  procedures  the  PAH  ladder 
was  jammed  causing  the  B-plug  to  tilt  and  catch  on 
six  lock  rings.  The  ladder  lower  cross  member  was 
bent,  which  caused  the  ladder  to  bind  during  the  last 
two  feet  of  upward  travel.  The  B-plug  was  found  to 
be  working  properly.  Investigation  revealed  no 
personnel  error  or  technical  order  violation.  How- 
ever, an  AFTO  Form  22  has  been  submitted  to  add 
a step  to  the  applicable  technical  order.  The  step 
would  require  that  the  B-plug  and  ladder  be  closely 
observed  during  secondary  door  closure.  Past 
history  reveals  ladder  binding  is  not  an  uncommon 
problem.  Wear  of  ladder  base  tracks,  misalignment 
of  the  upper  ladder  bracket  due  to  lowering  of 
heavy,  bulky  equipment  striking  the  ladder,  or 
failure  of  maintenance  teams  to  properly  set  the 
ladder  base  are  possible  reasons  that  the  ladders 
become  misaligned  and  bind. 

PROBABLE  PERSONNEL  ERROR 

Maintenance  technicians  discovered  a gouge  on 
the  fuse  section  of  a SRAM  during  a post  operation 
inspection.  Damage  exceeded  local  repair  and  fuse 
section  was  rejected.  It  is  suspected  that  the  missile 
was  struck  when  removing  the  loading  adapter  fol- 
lowing an  aircraft  load.  The  loading  proceeded 
normally  and  the  load  crew  was  not  aware  of  any 
problems.  All  personnel  have  been  briefed  on  this 
mishap  and  the  extreme  care  necessary  when  the 
loading  adapter  is  used  during  aircraft  loads.  It 
must  also  be  emphasized  that  closer  supervision 
may  have  prevented  this  mishap! 

CHROMATE  EVIDENCE  FOUND 

In  preparation  for  a Missile  Guidance  Set 
(MGS)  removal  the  MMT  found  extensive  corro- 
sion and  evidence  of  chromate  on  the  umbilical 
face  and  the  mating  surface  on  the  MGS.  Addi- 
tional chromate  evidence  and  corrosion  was  found 
on  all  three  stages  of  the  missile. 

During  initial  installation  of  this  particular 
MGS  the  MMT  had  considerable  difficulty  in 
verifying  a good  umbilical  mate  with  proper  leak 
test  procedures.  It  was  discovered  that  one  of  the 
hoses  used  with  the  leak  test  set  was  defective.  The 
hose  was  replaced,  the  test  was  determined  success- 
ful and  the  task  was  completed.  Engineering  analy- 
sis of  the  affected  components  revealed  no  defects 
that  could  have  caused  the  leak.  Apparently  an 
effective  seal  of  the  umbilical  to  the  MGS  was  not 
accomplished. 

It  is  important  to  insure  a good  leak  test  is 
attained  and  that  a comprehensive  and  effective 
check  for  leaks  at  the  umbilical  is  made.

This  crew  has  demonstrated  superb  management 
ability,  keen  judgment  and  a genuine  concern  for 
others.  Their  abilities  were  aptly  shown  28  Nov 
1980,  when  they  were  enroute  to  LCC  Mike-01 
and  discovered  an  alert  response  team  vehicle 
which  had  flipped  and  rolled  end  over  end.  The 
vehicle  smashed  through  a farmer’s  gate  and 
came  to  rest  in  his  field.  Capt  Brown  and  Lt 
Morgan  stopped  and  rendered  first  aid  to  the 
accident  victim.  They  briefed  the  combat  crew 
on  duty  at  Mike-01  and  coordinated  accomplish- 
ment of  procedures  relevant  to  the  accident  check- 
list. A helicopter  arrived  to  return  the  injured  team 
to  the  base  hospital.  Lt  Morgan  directed  and 
coordinated  appropriate  safety  measures  to  insure 
a safe  landing  of  the  helicopter.  Crew  E-170  also 
assisted  in  the  cleanup  operation  and  inventoried 
the  team’s  equipment  and  cargo  which  included 
classified  materials,  weapons  and  ammunition. 
Their  attention  to  detail  and  quick  response  to 
this  emergency  averted  confusion  and  insured 
rapid  evacuation  of  the  injured  personnel. 


TITAN  CREW 

Crew  S-007,  390  SMW,  is  SAC  Titan  Crew  of 
the  Month.  Crewmembers  include:  MCCC 
Capt  Michael  K.  Kelly,  DMCCC  2Lt  Michael  R. 
Zanotti,  BMAT  Sgt  Gilbert  L.  Ayscue,  and  MFT 
SMSgt  Augustus  C.  Myers. 

At  their  complex,  a contractor  team’s  portable 
vapor  detector  alarmed  and  shut  down.  While  the 
team  evacuated  to  the  control  center,  the  crew 
evaluated  the  hazard  indications.  During  the 
silo  investigation,  the  guidance  system  down- 
moded  to  OFF.  Lt  Zanotti  continued  checklist 
actions  while  Capt  Kelly  quickly  corrected  the 
cause  of  the  malfunction  indications.  The  BMAT 
and  MFT’s  investigation  revealed  no  propellant 
leaks.  Later,  during  daily  shift  verification, 
SMSgt  Myers  discovered  no  fluid  visible  on  the 
silo  closure  door’s  reservoir  sight  indicator.  He 
verified  the  nitrogen  precharge  after  step-by-step 
coordination  with  the  pneudraulics  shop  chief. 
These  decisive  actions  maintained  the  sortie’s 
alert  status.  Seconds  later,  a pressure  relief  valve 
on  a water  chiller  malfunctioned.  The  BMAT  and 
MFT  insured  the  safety  of  nearby  contractor 
personnel  and  rapidly  completed  hardware  shut- 
down. Next,  the  contractor  requested  that  the 
water  system  be  placed  in  the  post  attack  con- 
figuration. At  this  time  pump  P-103  began  to 


cavitate  severely.  The  BMAT  and  MFT  recog- 
nized the  cause  and  quickly  corrected  the  problem. 
Despite  these  numerous  difficult  and  simultaneous 
malfunctions,  the  crew  maintained  complete 
control  of  the  missile  complex  and  insured  the 
launch  capability  of  their  sortie.
